Applicant's amendment and arguments have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The feature of the fuel battery system having a fuel battery stack, an internal 
combustion reformer engine and a power generator operated by the engine, wherein the engine is 
configured to take the hydrogen-containing compound as a fuel material during the first period to 
perform a reforming reaction for generating hydrogen and during a second period to obtain a 
mechanical driving force by complete combustion of the fuel material, and means for switching 
between the first period and the second period, in combination with the other limitations present, 
are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record.
